Would it not be gratifying if you could 
milk half the number of cows and by 
little better care of this number real- 
ize more profit than from the whole 
herd as kept heretofore? We know of 
a number of instances in which the 
scales and the Babcock test have been 
applied to the herd with the result in- 
dicated above. It was gratifying to 
these farmers to know that they could 
reduce the work and the herd one-half 
and have more money. In no instance 
known to us. however, has the farmer 
been satisfied with the reduction of the 
herd 50 per cent. He has at once pro- 


ceeded to build the herd up to the 
original number by placing good cows 
in the stalls of those discarded.—Kan- 
sas Farmer.

Children Sold Into Slavery 


Did you know that the selling of 
‘hildren into actual slavery still exists 
as a recognized institution im a civil- 
ized community? 


The slavery referred to is a practice 
at Friedrichshafen, on the Lake of 
Constane?. where there is an annual 
‘aarket for children. They are sold 
outright Ly their parents to peasant 
farmers from Wurtemberg, Baden, and 
Bavaria, for a season's work on the 
farms. Here -are seen boys and 
girls from eleven years of age to six- 
veen—children, for the most part, of 
Tyrolese woodsmen who are driven 
by sheer destitution to send their off- 


| spring to work for the farmers and re- 


ceive the money for them. 

The children are gathered together 
under the care of a priest and, taken 
to the market, where they are put up 
at auction and inspected by prospect- 
‘ve purchasers like so many cattle. 
This year 125 -boys and twenty girls 
were sold. Owing to the demand} 
the market was strong; a sturdy lad | 
of sixteen, able to swing the seythe | 
all day, brought as much as $70. Some| 
of the older girls netted their parents 
$60, while some of the tinier went for 
$15.

It is engine 
shoriage and shortage of competent train men that mostly causes 
grain blockales on railways and not lack of cars. Let every farmer 
therefore, do all he can to use the loading platform and become an in- 
dependent shipper. In subseyient advertisements we will state in 
detail the savings and other advantages of direct loading into cars 
compared ‘vith loading through elevators.

His 
father was a mechanician in electric 
al apparatus and an artificer in glass. 

old began work as a goldsmith, 
devoting himself to cutting and set- 
ting precious stones, but later chang- 


ed to metal and glass work. 


In 1848 he made a voyage to the 
United States tn a sailing vessel, mak- 
ing drawings of marine invertebrates 
which he collected and from which he 
constructed in 1853 the first glass 
models for the Natural History Mus- 
eum of Dresden These attracted 
wide notice, and were the beginnings 
of a business that was limited only 
because he employed no assistant but 
his son. 

Rudolph, the son, born in 1857, was 
educated to be a naturalist, and read- 
ily entered into his work wih his 
father ‘Shey studied and made mod 
els of marine form in glass, which 
have been sought by collectors and 
are treasured in museums. 

In 1854 Leopold made models of 
plants in flower. In 1862 he had 
completed a collection of about sixty 
specimens of orchids modelled in 
glass. 

In 1886 the Blaschkas were induced 
to resume the consruction of plants 
in flower They also constructed 
models for zoology. Since 1890 all 
their time has been given to flowers. 
They used only fresh material so had 
to obtain {t close at hand from the 
acighboring greenhouses and gardens, 
drawing from the Royal gardens of 
Saxony and Dresden. America was 
drawn upon, plants being sent to be 
cultivated in the garden of the Blas- 
chka studio. 

In 1892 Rudolph Blaschka went to 
America to study the flora. He made 
a most thorough study of plants as to 
color, also made microscopic draw- 
ings of details and of species, and 
took back specimens preserved in al- 
cohol and dried for study. He made 
collections from all parts of the coun- 
try, even to the Pacific Coast. During 
a second journey in 1895 he was call- 
ed home by the death of his father. 
The son is still living but so far has 
not disclosed the secret of of making 
gjlass models from plants, and if he 
does not before his death the art will 
pass away.

Good Posts In the Civil Service 

With the view of supplying the 
Civil Service of the Straits Settlement 
and Federated Malay States, cadet- 
ships have been established, the hold- 
ers of which are required to devote 
themselves for a certain time after 
their arrival in the Bast to learning 
a native language. The Cadets, who 
must be natural-born British subjects, 
are selected by open competitive ex- 
amination held by the Civil Service 
Commissioners, to whom all inquiries 
on the subject should be addressed. 

The examination for these appoint- 
ments is, as a rule, held in the 
month of August in those years in 
which vacancies occur simultaneously 
with the examination for the Civil 
Service of India. Candidates must 
be between the ages of twenty-two 
and twenty-four on the first day of 
August in the year in which the ex- 
amination is held. : 

The selected candidates are expect- 
ed to leave England about a month 
after they have been finally selected 
for appointment. 

Each candidate receives salary at 
the rate of $1250 per annum, half sal- 
ary to commence from the day of leav- 
‘ng England, and full salary from the 
day of his arrival in the colony or 
State to which he may be sent. Ca- 
dets are provided with free furnished 
quarters. A free passage to the col- 
eny or State is provided for the cadet 
subject to ‘an undertaking to refund 
the cast of his passage in the event 
of his relingiuishing the appointment

A cadet who passes examination in 
native language is paid at the rate of 
$1500 per annum, with free furnished 
quarters, 


An Income From Mushrooms 


In many countries the mushroom is 
a decidedly valuable product. We us- 


| ually think of raising them in cellars | 


or other dark places, and can hardly 


| picture them as growing in any other 


| Spot; yet the Japanese method is as 
peculiar as it is interesting, for with 
| OLe species, known as Chiitake, exper- 
iments have been made of growing 
| them in trees. 

The trees used are oak from twenty- 
| five to thirty years of age. They 
are cut down in the autumn, and at 
sutervals of bin: or 6in. gashes are 
made with an axe all up and down the 
trunk, The trees are then hauled to 
iittle frequented parts of the forest 
| and left there. 

| At the end of three years mush- 
|}rooms appear in the incisions, and 
furnish a crop which lasts the year 
round, those of the autumn being the 
most valuable. 

This method of ralsing mushrooms 
is probably the least troublesome in 
| the entire world. What a vast differ- 
crence between this way of doing the 
work and the method used in under- 
|srounc Paris and elsewhere. where 
the people who attend to the culti- 
vation of the mushrooms live in a lit- 
tle world of their own and seldom see 
daylight from week's end to another.

‘The place was a dungeon, 
the bour midnight, the audience a jatl- 
er, the preacher a prisoner. However, 
stone walls do not make a prison nor 
steel bars a cage. The prisoners, Paal 
and his compavion,’ Silas, In a place 
where curses were ordinarily heard, 
were shouting praises and singing a 
“glory sung” of their own. At mid- 
nigbt the foundations shook and the 
walls rocked. The jailer sprang tute 
their presence ready to kill himseif, 
thinking his prisoners bad escaped. 
Paul exclaimed, “Do thyself no harm, 
for we are all here.” Then the jailer 
asked the svul’s greatest question, 
“What must 1 do to be saved?” ‘The 
answer was, “Believe on the Lord Je 
sus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” 

itis the most momentous question of 
today. Public teachers are always 
_ watching for straws to indicate bu- 

manity’s drift. But it is possible te 
be misled by shore currents. On the 
strect car if ove listens the great ques- 
| tions seem to be: “What sball | do to 
get rich?” “What shall I do to get 
thin?’ “What shall 1 do to get mar- 
ried?’ But underneath is a greater 
buruing issue. Not the saloon ques- 
tion, not labor, not negro, not political, 
hot even the great social question, but 
the question of the individual, “What 
must I do to be saved?” 
The Eternal Question. 

Know why mothers threw childrem 
into Ganges or under wheels of Jug- 
gernaut? Cruel? Like to stand off and 
watch the child die? Not in a thou- 
sand years. If a tiger menaced her 
child she would spring at it. Trust the 
female of the species for that No; 
she's simply trying to answer the eter- 
na! question. Know why the howling 
dervisbes cut nnd carve themscives, 
why fakirs bold out their arms until 
paralyzed, why, pilgrims crawl on 
bands and knees over muuntaln, desert 
and plain to reach Mecca?

What Is “Being Saved?” 

Being “saved” implies being “lost” of 
| “in danger,” of course. Difficult to get 
| people to believe they are anyway near 
it.

was his two prisoners. The whole drift 
of the New Testament is to show that 

man {ts lost Christ didn't say men 
have lost, but are lost. They haven't 
lost money, heath, friends, position, 
but seif. His purpose in coming was 

“to seek and save that which was lost.” 

That is the meaning of the parables of 

the lost sheep, the lost coin, the prodl- 

gai son. No sense in Christ going 
through agony of Gethsemane and hor- 
_rors of Gulgotbs if bumanity was per 
| fectly safe. What is it to be saved? A 
burbor is saved by building a break- 
water. Titanic pussengers were saved 
when they were rescued from the sink- 
ing ship. “What shall | do to be lost?" 
is mighty pertinent Don't do any 
thing. Just do nothing! If you've ace 
cidentally taken poison and the phy- 
sicilun hands you an antidote don't take 
it; just let the poison do its work If 
your boat nears the falls don't row; 
just let the boat drift. If the build 
ing’s on fire, just sit still. “Inasmuek 
as ye did it not” was the sentence,
